postal clerks and letter carriers. Mr. 
Finn objects to the competition of the 
post-office band, which, he says, can 
afford to play concerts at lower rates 
than regular bands because of their 
regular employment by the govern- 
ment. 

The letter is the outgrowth of re- 
cent hard feeling between union musi- 
cians and several non-union bands 
which have been playing city con- 
certs. The city council agreed to di- 
vide the city patronage among a num- 
ber of bands, including the union mu- 
sicians and several fraternal or other 
non-union organizations. The union 
musicians demanded an exclusive con- 
tract or none at all.

Omaha, July 1—To the Editor of 
the World-Herald: A great deal of 
misinformation has been given the 
public through the press the past few 
weeks with regard to the alleged un- 
fair treatment of the Musicians’ 
Union of Omaha by the post-office 
band. The same has seemed to eman- 
ate from the pen of a Mr. Finn, sign- 
ing himself as president of the local 
Musicians’ Union. He has been able 
to distort facts in such a manner in 
his endeavor to mold public opinion 
as to cause people who do not know 
to think he had a grievance. And it 
is against the post-office band alone, 
although there are three or four other 
organizations who took advantage of 
our park commissioner’s offer to di- 
vide the public money in his posses- 
sion for concert purposes among the 
musicians of the city. Mr. Finn and 
his nondescript collection of men 
whom he chooses to call bands, can 
at any time have a share of these pub- 
lic funds, share and share alike with 
the other bands. But they say: “No! 
We are the accredited musicians of 
your city and this money belongs to 
us. Stand aside, you fellows, and let 
us in.” As a taxpayer in the state of 
Nebraska and Douglas county for 
forty years, I protest aginst such 
treatment. Again, Mr. Finn com- 
plains at the size of the post-office 
band. He avers that the rules of the 
musical union are such that he can 
only play twenty-four men for the 
$75 the city allows for each of their 
concerts. I wonder how much money 
is due the city in years past when the 
musical union has had these concerts 
and played them with twelve to eigh- 
teen men. Surely, to be consistent, 
they should refund some of this 
money they have received. 

As regards the contention that his 
men rely upon their musical effusions 
for their daily bread, this seems al- 
most too foolish to pay attention to. 
The fact is already well known that 
at least 95 per cent of the men in this 
organization follow another vocation 
for a livelihood and only use music 
as a side issue. 

The post-office band is not now, or 
ever has been, in competition with 
any band of musicians in our city. 
They were organized for another pur- 
pose. They are equipped and uni- 
formed at their own expense and are 
the equal of any body of their size 
and age in the city. They are able to

band. The protest of the Musicians’ 
Association, which was filed with 
Postmaster-General Burleson, plainly 
states “this association does not offer 
any objection to the mail carriers’ 
band playing for any function given 
by the department or its local em- 
ployes.” 

The substance of the protest of the 
Musicians’ Association is simply this: 
Paragraph 4 of Section 702 of the 
postal laws and regulations says, in 
part, as follows: “Carriers shall not 
conduct any business after hours 
which offers the temptation to solicit 
patronage on their routes, or which, 
by reason of their position in the gov- 
ernment service, gives them special 
advantage over their competitors.” 
The Musicians’ Association contends 
that, drawing a profitable recompense 
from the government enables the 
postal employe to accept musical en- 
gagements for much less than the mu- 
sician who has not the advantage of 
drawing such recompense from the 
government, and that this fact gives 
the letter carrier “special advantage 
over his competitor.” Furthermore, 
in the present instance of the munici- 
pal band concerts, the postal employ- 
es comprising the post-office band 
have played said concerts at a wage 
far below the standard of living, i. e., 
for $1.80 per man, and the Musicians’ 
Association further contends that the 
postal employe could not afford to 
play for such a low wage were it not 
for the fact that he was receiving a 
munificent wage from the govern- 
ment for services rendered as a postal 
employe, and that this fact also gives 
the letter carrier “special advantage 
over his competitor.” 


Again, it is not so much the com- 
petition as it is the unfair competition 
that the Musicians’ Association ob- 
jects to. There are post-office bands 
maintained in many of our large cities 
which are affiliated with the American 
Federation of Musicians, and by such 
affiliation maintain a condition of fair 
competition. The Omaha post-office 
band, however, prefers to maintain a 
condition of unfair competition which, 
the Musicians’ Association contends, 
is in violation to the postal laws and 
regulations herein quoted.

Omaha, July 3—To the Editor of 
the World-Herald: In your edition of 
last Friday a writer styling himself 
“Fair Play” seems to be much dis- 
turbed regarding the protest of the 
Musicians’ Association against the 
post-office band. “Fair Play” states 
that facts have been distorted but 
fails to cite any specific fact which 
has been distorted. The grievance of 
the Musicians’ Association is not 
against the post-office alone as the 
protest filed was a protest against the 
employment of all non-union bands in 
the matter of the city concerts, but the 
protest was directed against the post- 
office band in particular because of the 
particular position occupied by said 
band, i. e., its members being govern- 
ment employes. “Fair Play” remarks 
about “Mr. Finn and his nondescript 
collection of men whom he chooses 
to call bands;” we will pass over as 
making any comment on same would 
be equivalent to assuming that the 
Omaha public shared the opinion of 
“Fair Play” (?) in this respect. 

“Fair Play” says that the Musicians’ 
Association owes the city some re- 
bate on these concerts played in past 
years because of the fact that they 
had played these concerts with twelve 
to eighteen men and drawn money for 
twenty-four men: We challenge “Fair 
Play” to cite one instance to substan- 
tiate his statement. 

The Musicians’ Association does 
not claim that all of its members are 
professional musicians. The state- 
ment has been made over and over 
again that its membership comprises 
both professional and semi-profession- 
al musicians. Our statement to Post- 
master Wharton was in substance 
that “the professional musician de- 
pended entirely on the emolument 
from his musical services to enable 
him to earn his livelihood.” The con- 
stitution of the American Federation 
of Musicians (with which 95 per cent 
of the post-office bands are affiliated) 





states that “the object of this organi- 





zation is to unite the instrumental por- 
tion of the musical profession into 
one grand body and to promote fra- 
ternal feeling among its members.” 
To be sure we have many members 
who follow other vocations and we 
are continually striving to get more 
and more of such members. 

The Musicians’ Association has no 
objection to a man because he works 
at another vocation. All that we ask 
of such a member is that he will not, 
by virtue of his wage from such vo- 
cation, play musical engagements at 
a lesser wage than the professional 
musician, who has not the advantage 
of working at another vocation, can 
afford to play for, and we have even 
solicited the membership of the Oma- 
ha postal employes in an endeavor to 
bring about such a condition, but to 
no avail. 

The contention of “Fair Play” to 
the effect that the post-office band “is 
not now, or ever has been, in competi- 
tion,” is surely within keeping with 
his line of argument. The post-office 
band, so “Fair Play” says, “was or- 
ganized for another purpose.” Here- 
in we agree, and had that purpose 
been adhered to there would never 
have been any protest from the Musi- 
cians’ Association. “Fair Play” fur- 
ther says “they are able to answer but 
a small portion of the calls made upon 
them for their services.” It is a pity 
that the delivery of the mails could 
not be eliminated at certain hours and 
on certain days so as to enable these 
well paid government employes to ex- 
tend their musical activities at a star- 
vation wage. But cheer up, “Fair 
Play,” this may yet be accomplished. 
You say that it is not competition, 
and some one else has said that 
“where there’s a will there’s a way.”

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Friedrich Saal. 

In the death of Friedrich Saal, of 
Paterson, N. J., on Thursday, May 6, 
there passed away one of the best 
known musicians of New Jersey and 
a musician who was known in every 
State in the Union. He was a mem- 
ber of the Musical Protective Benev- 
olent Association of New York City, 
and Musical Protective and Benev-

olent Union, Local No. 248, and bore 
the reputation of being the best trom- 
bone player in the Eastern section of 
the United States. 

Mr. Saal was fifty-eight years of 
age and the sixth son of Johannes 
Saal, of the famous Saal Brass Band, 
composed of nine brothers and the 
father. Of this once famous organ- 
ization there are but four remaining 
members. They came to this coun- 
try in the period between 1872 and 
1882 and when in the later year the 
brothers were all assembled on our 
shores they organized the band and 
for a year and half toured the coun- 
try, probably the most unique band 
of its kind that ever stepped upon the 
American stage. 

During the course of their travels, 
they visited Washington, and had the 
honor of playing before President 








Arthur, in the Soldiers’ Home, Gen- 


eral Sherman was present at the con- 
cert and at his own request was pre- 
sented and grasped the hand of each 
individual member of the band. 

Every member of the Saal family 
located in Paterson and after they 
discontinued touring the country, 
they began a career of local activity 
in musical circles that lasted for fif- 
teen years. Saal’s band passed into 
history with the dawn of the twen- 
tieth century. A few years previous 
three of the brothers died, and though 
the rest continued as members of var- 
ious musical organizations, they dis- 
continued their organization as a 
unit. 

The father of the nine boys, John 
Saal, died in 1906, at the age of 
eighty-four years. Friedrich, of 
whom this article was written, was 
the next to pass away, on the date be- 
fore mentioned. He continued his ac- 
tive musical career to within a few 
months of his death, playing the 
trombone in one of the local thea- 
tres. His death caused widespread 
sorrow throughout the city, and his 
widow and children received messages 
of condolence from many friends and 
societies in the East. Mr. Saal was 
buried from his late residence on the 
Sunday afternoon following his dem- 
ise and the funeral services were 
largely attended. The local musical 
union turned out to the man, and, 
marching in front of the cortege, they 
furnished appropriate music for the 
occasion. 

Mr. Saal is survived by his widow, 


three daughters, Barbara, Elizabeth, 
and Lillian, and one son, Friedrich. 
Also four brothers, the remaining 
members of the band, as follows: 


Christoph, Martin, George, and Chris- 
tian.

LABOR ORGANIZATION IN 
CANADA, 1914, 


The fourth annual report on Labor 
Organization in Canada containing 238 
pages, embodying statistics, etc., for 
the calendar year 1914, has been is- 
sued by the Department of Labor. 

Many will find a special interest in 
the chapter containing a discussion of 
the bearing of the European war on 
various aspects of trade unionism, 
which includes also the text of deliv- 
erances of representative labor or- 
ganizations in different countries with 
respect to war in general or having 
special reference to the present war. 
Figures are printed showing the num- 
ber of members of trade unions, who 
to the close of the year 1914, have as 
recruits or reservists gone to the 
front from Canada. The trade unions 
furnished in all 3,498 recruits and 417 
reservists, these figures not including 
recruits joining the forces since Janu- 
ary, 1915. 

The effect of the war on Canadian 
trade union growth is shown in a de- 
crease of membership, the loss being 
9,636. The estimated numerical 
strength of organized labor in Can- 
ada at the close of 1914 stood approx- 
imately at 166,163. The membership

Reply of Secretary John M. Finn, of Local No. 70, 
A. F. of M. 

Omaha, July 10.—To the Editor of the Bee. In a re- 
cent editorial you say: “The protest by the professional 
musicians against the postoffice band is the same old 
story. Similar protests used to be lodged against the 
military bands stationed at Fort Omaha and Fort Crook. 
In other words, musicians must not be expected to work 
together in harmony.” 

Yes, it is the same old story, both from the profes- 
sional musiciars and from thé press. For more than 20 
years, prior to 1898, the professional musician continu- 
ally protested, not against the system of the government 
farming out its enlisted men in competition with civilians 
who paid the taxes that supported their enlisted com- 
petitors, and during this same period of twenty or more 


years the press, as a rule, all over the country, misrepre- ' 


sented the case, always detrimental to the professional 


musicians, and the authorities adopted the same hide- | 


and-seek policy and evasive answers as is being followed 
in the present controversy. There were but very few 
postoffice bands in those days; in fact, they were

tion of Musicians succeeded in convincing the proper 
authorities of the gross injustice to the musician, and in 
consequence the Sixtieth Congress passed a law posi- 
tively prohibiting enlisted men in the army and navy 
from taking engagements in competition with civilians, 
and at the same time raising the pay of the enlisted men 
100 per cent. This law went into effect July 1, 1908. 

At present the press, as a rule, attempts to ridicule 
the professional musician because he objects to “work to- 
gether in harmony” with the government postal employe 
in the same unfair competition. In no other calling is 
government competition allowed; only the musicians are 
discriminated against. Were the government to attempt 
to allow its postal employes to take the place of civilians 
in any other trade or profession it would cause a revolu- 
tion. 

The Omaha Musicians’ Association asks for nothing 
but a square deal and will be satisfied with the engaging 
of postal employes at a time when the typesetter, the re- 
porter and the editor of a daily paper is satisfied to be 
subjected to government competition, and is displaced by 
men whose maintenance is guaranteed by the govern- 
ment and paid for by the citizens displaced—J M.

MODERN PURITANISM. 





There is no class of people in our body politic so 
vitally interested in the matter of sumptuary legislation 
as musicians are. 

The alleged movement for purity under the guise of 
prohibition is making great strides from the Atlantic to 
the pacific and from the Gulf to the Lakes in this coun- 
try. The action of the European governments in re- 
stricting the liquor traffic during the war now raging, 
has given this movement an impetus of far-reaching sig- 
nificance. Mr. George Creel, in a virile article published 
in Harper’s Weekly, and republished in the July Inter- 
national Musician, shows how the great captains of in- 
dustry, interested in keeping things as they are, so that 
they may continue to manipulate the products of the in- 
dustries of the country for their personal benefit, used 
Sunday to divert the attention of the people from present 
ills to future blessings. 

Mr. Creel shows clearly how the bosses of the “big 
business” are using Bill Sunday to arouse the sinners to 
the iniquity of the “Demon Rum;” but after all there is 
more honesty in the prohibition movement than there is 
in the repeated efforts of certain people to compel all the 
people to regulate their appetites and social enjoyments 
in accordance with their peculiar ideas. 

Prohibition is honest because everybody understands 
that the object is to completely eradicate the liquor 
traffic, root and branch, but puritanical regulators want 
to dictate when, where and how people who feel like 
taking a beverage may do so. Year after year they make 
themselves conspicuous by besieging the State legisla- 
tures to put more restrictive laws on the statute books, 
and have succeeded. In some States where the sale of 
spiritous, vinous or malt liquors are allowed to be sold 
under State license, such places must close at 8:00 p. m., 
some at 9:00 p. m., and such early closing has a most 
detrimental effect upon the employment of musicians. 
Many restaurants and gardens are compelled to dispense 
with the services of bands and orchestras employed pre- 
vious to the passage of these restrictive acts. 

How is it that these narrow-minded, intolerant bigots 
can secure the enactment of such laws? Because they 
are well organized. The people opposed to these illiberal 
restrictions are in the vast majority, but not organized. 
They are divided into neutrality leagues, peace leagues, 
Democrats and Republicans, Socialists, and while busy 
advocating their various isms, the puritan league is thor- 
oughly organized and does not bother about any other 
ism, but to make everybody, by law, go to bed early, and 
to church on Sunday. 

Talking about Sunday, every year there is a big con- 
ference held in Washington, D. C., of the supposedly 
ablest men in the country to attempt to secure uniform 
legislation on matters of vital import. No two States 
agree on what shall constitute grounds for divorce. In 
some States cousins may marry. In others it is for- 
bidden. In the important business matter of bills of 
lading, much confusion is caused on account of lack of 
uniform laws among the States, but it comes out at every

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SITUATION IN SEATTLE.

With seemingly every unfair advantage being taken 
of local conditions to drive Seattle musicians from the 
city by subjecting them to the cross-fire of amateur mu- 
sicians who play for nothing and scab musicians who 
play for very meagre pittances, the musician artists, 
members of the Seattle Musicians’ Association, are com- 
ing to believe that Seattle does not want to count good 
music among her many fine advantages. Many of the 
theatres are cutting down on their music to the extent 
that the volume of unemployed first-class musicians is 
being augmented constantly. A great many of the promi- 
nent societies, lodges and like organizations are using 
mediocre music of scab variety while still professing to 
be boosters of Seattle’s best interests in art and popu- 
larity. 

The Strand Dancing Academy on Fourth avenue is 
unfair to organized labor from top to bottom, the altera- 
tion work having been done by non-union carpenters and 
plumbers and the orchestra now employed being not 
only the worst of cheap scabs, but very mediocre musi- 
cians as well. The Union Record reporter was in front 
of the place one night recently and the sounds of the 
“orkestre” emanating from the place were of a quality 
best described by comparison to a Barnum & Bailey 
clown band trying to vie with each other in making dis- 
cords. The Majestic Theatre in Ballard is also unfair to 
the musicians. 

All of the Shrine bands which will be in the city are 
on the fair list of the American Federation of Musicians, 
the Cincinnati Shrine band having been protested and 
squared up before coming. The Seattle Shrine band is 
composed mostly of union musicians who are members 
of the lodge. 

After having shown its disregard of the city’s best 
interests in regard to music in the parks this year, the 
Park Board have made no provisions for an adequate 
budget next year. This is a great loss not only to the 
musicians, but to the citizens. 





A WORTHY MEASURE. 





At the last regular meeting of Local No. 6, A. F. of 
M., the following Teachers’ Act was endorsed, and the 
Secretary instructed to notify every Local of musicians 
in California. The bill, which it is hoped will pass the 
next Legislature, is as follows: 


An act to provide for the registration and licensing of teachers 
of music in the State of California, providing for a State 
Board of Examiners in Music, fixing fees and compensa- 
tion. 

The people of the State of California, represented in Senate 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person who is not 
at this time engaged in the teaching of music in this State to 
commence such teaching, unless he or she shall have obtained 
a certificate, as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. A Board of Examiners, to consist of seven prac- 
ticing teachers of music, is hereby created, whose duty it shall 
be to carry out the purposes and enforce the provisions of this 
act. The members of said Board shall be appointed by the 
Governor from the musical profession of the State at large. 
The term for which members of the said Board shall hold their 
offices shall be four years, except that two of the members of 
the Board first to be appointed under this act shall hold their 
office for the term of one year, two for the term of two years, 
two for the term of three years, and one for the term of four 
years, respectively, and until their successors shall be duly ap- 
pointed and qualified. In case of a vacancy occurring in said 
Board, such vacancy shall be filled by the Governor in conform- 
ity with this section. : 

Section 3. The member’ of said Board of Examiners ap- 
pointed to serve for four years shall act as President during his 
term of office. After this said Board shall elect one of its 
members to act as President. The President shall preside at 
all meetings, but in the event of his absence the members shall 
select one of their number to preside. Said Board shall elect 
one of its members to act as Treasurer, to take charge of all 
moneys and account for the same, as hereinafter provided. Said 
Board shall also appoint a Secretary, who shall not be a mem- 
ber of the Board, and who shall be remunerated for his or her 
services, as the Board may direct. Said Board shall meet for 
the transaction of business at such times and places as it may 
deem necessary. A majority of said Board shall, at all times, 
constitute a quorum, and the records ef the proceedings of said 
Board shall, at all reasonable times, be open to public inspection, 

Section 4. Within six months from the time that this act 
takes effect, it shal be the duty of every person who is now en- 
gaged in the teaching of music in this State to cause his or her 
name and residence or place of business to be registered with 
said Board of Examiners, who shall keep a book for that pur- 
pose. The statement of every such person shall be verified 
under oath before a Notary Public or Justice of the Peace, in 
such manner as may be prescribed by the Board of Examin- 
ers. Every person who shall so register with said Board as 
a teacher of music shall receive a certificate to that effect, and 
may continue to practice as such without incurring any of the 
liabilities or penalties provided in this act, and shall pay to the 
Board of Examiners for such registration the fee of one dol- 
lar. An annual registration fee of one dollar shall be due and 
payable on December first by each person so registered, and 
failure to pay this fee within thirty days shall forfeit registra- 
tion. No certificate so forfeited shall be restored, except upon 
payment to the said Board of the sum of ten dollars, as a pen- 
alty for such neglect. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Examiners to forward 
to the County Clerk of each county in the State a certified list 
of the names of all persons residing in his county who have 
registered in accordance with the provisions of this act, and it | 
shall be the duty of all County Clerks to register such names in | 
a book, to be kept for that purpose. 





year, in the months of June and December, for the purpose of 
examining candidates for registration, and said Board is hereby 
empowered to make such rules and regulations as it may deem 
necessary for the proper conduct of such examinations. Any 
and all persons who shall so desire may appear before said 
Board at these meetings and be examined with reference to 
their knowledge and skill in the art of music or any branch 
thereof, and if the examination of any such person or persons 
shall prove satisfactory to said Board, the Board of Examin- 
ers shall issue to such persons as they shall find to possess the 
requisite qualifications a certificate to that effect, in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. Said Board shall also indorse 
as satisfactory, diplomas from any reputable chartered or in- 
corporated University, College or Conservatory, when satisfied 
of the character of such institution, upon the holder furnishing 
evidence satisfactory to the Board of his or her right to the 
same, and shall issue certificates to that effect within ten days 
thereafter. All certificates issued by said Board shall be signed 
by its officers, and such certificates shall be prima facie ev- 
idence of the right of the holder to practice the teaching of 
music in the State of California. 


Section 6. Any person who shall violate any of the provis- 
ions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction may be fined not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than two hundred dollars, or confined six months in the 
county jail for each and every offense. All fines recovered un- 
der this act shall be paid into the fund created by Section 7, 
to be used for the purposes therein defined. 

Section 7. In order to provide the means for carrying out 
and maintaining the provisions of this act, the said Board of 
Examiners shall charge each person appearing before them for 
a certificate of qualifications a fee of ten dollars, which fee sha!l 
in no case be returned, and out of the funds coming into the 
possession of the Board from the fees charged, and penalties 
received under the provisions of this act, all legitimate and nec- 
essary expenses incurred in attending meetings of the said 
Board shall be paid, together with a fee of twenty dollars per 
day for each member of the Board during his attendance at the 
half-yearly examinations. No part of the expenses of the 
Board shall ever be paid out of the State Treasury. All moneys 
received in excess of expenses as above provided for, shall be 
held by the Treasurer of the Board as a special fund for meet- 
ing the expenses of said Board and carrying out the provis- 
ions of this act, he giving such bonds as the Board shall from 
time to time direct, and said Board shall make an annual report 
of its proceedings to the Governor by the last day of December 
of each year, together with an account of all moneys received 
and disbursed by them pursuant to this act. 

Section 8. Any person who shall receive a certificate from 
said Board to practice the teaching of music shall cause his or 
her certificate to be registered with the County Clerk of the 
county in which such person may reside, and the County Clerk 
shall charge for registering such certificate a fee of one dollar. 
Any failure, neglect or refusal on the part of any person holding 
such certificate to register the same with the County Clerk, as 
above ditected, for a period of six months, shall work a for- 
feiture of the certificate, and no certificate, when once forfeited, 
shall be restored, except upon the payment to the said Board 
of Examiners of the sum of twenty-five dollars, as a penalty 
for such neglect, failure or refusal. 


Section 9. Any person who shall knowingly and falsely 
claim or pretend to have or hold a certificate of license, diploma 
or degree, granted by any society organized under and pursu- 
ant to the provisions of this act, and who shall present such 
diploma to said Board as a qualification for registration, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to the 
penalties provided in Section 6. 


Section 10. Teachers in Universities, public and other 
schools shall be exempt from the operation of this act, so far 
as their duties in said schools are concerned, but should they 
desire to engage in the practice of teaching music, apart from 
their regular duties in said schools, they must register and qual- 
ify in the manner provided by this act. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect immediately. 


If we mean to circumscribe the instrumental portion 
of the musical profession with a system of protection that 
will yield the greatest benefits to Local No. 6 and its 
jurisdiction, every loophole and service of the organiza- 
tion must be closed to false entries, i. e., aspirants minus 
the musicianship, otherwise the Musicians’ Union will 
cease to fully perform its functions of protection. 

The real music purchasing public demands efficient 
service from us with the same exacting requirements as 
when one of us go to buy anything for our personal needs 
—we must have the best grade of goods in exchange for 
an equivalent value in money—and in marketing products 
we must not fail to see that our goods possess the genu- 
ine essence of quality. ‘“Whatsoever we sow, that shall 
we also reap.” 

We have teachers both within and without the organ- 
ization, turning out wrong and half-tutored pupils with 
almost the speed of a grist mill, and these same “schol- 
ettes” adopt every conceivable subtlety to destroy the re- 
sources of men and women eminently fitted to render the 
highest musical service. 

In fulfilling a duty to ourselves and others, we must 
deal firmly with root causes, to achieve any permanent 
good, and the certification of music teachers is one of the 
things along that line. Modern business principles teach 
us that we must not wait until a host of evils spring up 
and slap us in the face ere we rub our eyes and go after 
them. Forethought, coupled wtih decisive action is a 
million times more profitable than afterthought in con- 
structive work. 

The establishment of a State Board of Examiners in 
Music, and licensing of teachers by the Legislature will 
eliminatt some of the incompetents from the profession of 
music; give due protection to those incessant toilers who 
have adequately prepared themselves to expound the 
principles of music, and at the same time make better 
men and women of those who earnestly wish to become 


grounded in the science of music to honorably discharge 
their tasks. 

The State Music Teachers’ Convention is now in ses- 
sion across the Bay, and some action should be taken 
towards having it co-operate in again getting behind this 
very worthy measure.—U. G. S., Labor Clarion, San 
Francisco, Cal. 
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A BAND OF HEROES. 
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A correspondent from Vauquois, France, got the ap- 
pended by the censor: 





“It was at Vauquois that happened an incident that I sup- 
pose stands alone in this war, the charge of a regimental band 
at the head of troops. Nowadays the bands are usually kept 
at the rear. But a critical moment came. Our men had three 
times attacked the Germans, and had thrice been repulsed. The 
Colonel felt that a time for supreme effort had arrived. He 
summoned the leader of the band. 

“ “Put your men at the head of the regiment, strike up the 
“Marseillaise,” and lead them to victory,’ he commanded. 

“The bandmaster saluted. He called his musicians, and told 
them what was expected. Then the forty of them took their 
positions. Our line reformed. The bandmaster waved his ba- 
ton. 

“ *Allons, enfants de la Patrie!’ rang out, and the men took 
up the song. France was calling upon them to do or die. The 
band started out on the double-quick, as if on rapid parade. 
The Germans must have rubbed their eyes. No musician car- 
ried a weapon. But they were carrying the ‘Marseillaise’ 
against the foe. Then came the continuous rattle of the machine 
guns. The band marched on, their ranks thinning at every step. 
The leader went down. The cornetists followed him. The 
drummers and their instruments collapsed in the same volley. 
In less than five minutes every man of the forty was lying upon 
the ground, killed or wounded, that is, with one exception. That 
was a trombone player. 

“His whole instrument was shot away except the mouthpiece 
and the slide, to which his fingers were fastened. He did not 
know it. He still blew, and worked the slide. It was only a 
ghostly ‘Marseillaise’ he was playing, but the spirits of his dead 
comrades played with him, and at the head of the regiment, and 
with the fragment of a trombone, and with the way to victory. 
The trench was taken. Half of the band had died on the field 
of honor.

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LABOR VS. THE CHURCH. 





The dismissal of Scott Nearing as a professor in the 
University of Pennsylvania has caused a discussion of no 
mean proportions throughout the United States, and 
along lines, too, never dreamed of by the trustees of that 
noted institution. At first the issue was as to whether 
college professors had the right to teach doctrines at vari- 
ance with the settled policy of the institution in which 
they occupied chairs, or, in other words, following a 
course involving the right of free speech. 

it has developed that around the splendid personality 
of Scott Nearing there has gathered a wonderful follow- 
ing, reaching into almost every nook and corner of the 
country, who have taken up the issue and uncovered the 
real inwardness of the case, and that is nothing more nor 
less than the conflict now raging between capital and 
labor—between “orthodox wealth and the labor con- 
sciousness,” fighting for what it dominates “social jus- 
tice.” 

Persons who have heard Professor Nearing speak or 
have his works, know full well with what force and char- 
acter he handles the present-day problems, and especially 
those which deal with the social development of the na- 
tion. He is sometimes very bitter in his denunciation of 
certain classes, and uses seemingly very harsh words in 
his pleas for “social justice.” 

When “Billy” Sunday was in the midst of his very 
profitable revival in the City of Philadelphia, Professor 
Nearing was one of the men who challenged him to de- 
nounce something else besides the “venal sins of the 
poor.” Professor Nearing wrote him as follows: 


The chief priests, scribes and pharisees of Philadelphia will 
never never crucify you while you deal in theological pleasant- 
ries. Has it occurred to you that their kindness is a return for 
your services in helping them to rivet the shackles of economic 
servitude upon the bodies of those who do their bidding? 

The employers of labor have always welcomed any one who 
could divert men’s minds from worldly injustice to heavenly 
bliss. Will you champion the cause of the poverty-stricken, the 
underpaid and the exploited? Dare you tell the masters of in- 





dustry and the takers of profit that they have no right to enjojy 
ease and luxury while their fellow men suffer the pangs of hel! 
on earth? Turn your oratorical brilliancy for a moment against 
low wages, overwork, unemployment, monopoly, special privi- 
| lege and the other forces that “grind the faces of the poor” and 
watch them show their fangs.

the toiler the usurious toll for another six days. 

The preacher complains, too, that his pews are de- 
serted of men—of laboring men. But, on the other hand, 
the laboring man complains that the gospel of the Great 
Teacher is seldom preached; that he hears nothing that 
will help him in this world except a few moral precepts, 
and these he learned to his great joy at his mother’s knee ; 
he complains that he is not welcome—that he is never 
noticed only when he drops a good-sized coin in the con- 
tribution box; he also sees the elders and stewards in 
their appointed places, and knows that as members of 
the Manufacturers’ Association they are trying to exploit 
him for personal gain; he recognizes the deacons and 
Sunday School superintendents and knows that they as 
members of the Commercial Club would lengthen his 
hours of toil and decrease his wages if they could; the 
laboring man knows too that the preacher is seated in 
the midst of the money-changers and dare not, if he 
would, take a “scourge of small cords” into his pulpit and 
drive them from the temple. 

Herein, then, lies the reason why the Church is not 
the power she might be—she has become the divorced 
bride of the Lord and Master. She has trailed her bridal 
garments in the filthy mire of commercialism; she has 
committed adultery with the money kings; she has been 
cruel and inhuman with the gentle Christ—these are the 
counts that labor reads into the complaint, and the 
masses are estranged from her—she is a strange woman. 

So the preacher and pew have no cause for demur. 
Until these things are righted and “social justice” and 
the “brotherhood of man,” and proclaimed from the pul- 
pit “without fear and trembling,” so long will the great 
mass of men disown the church as their mother.—Rich- 
mond, Va., Labor Herald.

Mr. Daniel C. Roper, First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, is evidently new in the business and has as yet 
not had time to inform himself on the postal laws and 
regulations. In a reply to Secretary John M. Finn, of 
Local No. 70, of Omaha, Neb., he says he could not find 
anything in these regulations that would prevent well 
paid postal employes from ingerfering in the business of 
citizens who have not the advantage of drawing a fat 
salary from Uncle Sam. 

We take great pleasure in helping to enlighten Gen. 
Roper as to the postal regulations covering this point. 
The language is plain and to the point. Here it is: 


Section 702, Paragraph 4, Postal Laws and Regulations: 

“Carriers shall not engage in any business during their pre- 
scribed hours of service, or conduct any business after hours 
which offers the temptation to solicit patronage on their routes, 
or which, by reason of their position in the Government service 
gives them special advantage over competitors. They shall be 
governed in their conduct by the requirements of Section 171.” 

“Employes in postal service shall not borrow money or con- 
tract debts which they have no reasonable prospect of being 
able to pay, and are expected to pay their just debts, but the 
department will not participate in the collection of debts of 
employes. They shall not solicit, in person or through others, 
contributions of money, gifts, or presents; issue addresses, com- 
plimentary cards, prints, publications, or any substitute there- 
for intended or calculated to induce the public to make them 
gifts of presents; distribute, offer for sale, or collect the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of tickets for theatres, concerts, balls, fairs, 
picnics, excursions, or places of amusement or entertainments 
of any kind; issue for profit souvenirs of postal hand-books, or 
cooperate with or assist publishers of souvenirs or postal hand- 
books to secure the patronage of the public; compile city direc- 
tories for public use or assist publishers to compile the same; 
nor request publishers of newspapers or periodicals to send co- 
pies thereof to them free.”

Recoilections of his boyhood days flooded 
Joseph S. Krinks, director of the military 
band and orchestra which is appearing at the 
carnival the 11th company, Coast Artillery 
Corps is giving at South and Iranistan aves., 
when he picked up The Farmer the other 
evening and read events of 50 years ago, for 
Director Krinks was a newsboy selling The 
Farmer in the streets of Bridgeport when 
President Lincoln was assassinated. The di- 
rector paid a visit to the editorial room of 
The Farmer yesterday and told with 
much joy and gusto of how the and other 
boys on that sad but eventful occasion sold 
copies of The Farmer at 5 cents each until 
the edition was exhausted. At that time The 
Farmer office was located in Water street. 

A wave of memories swept over the band 
leader as he sat and recounted events in 
Bridgeport of 50 years ago. Mr. Krinks re- 
calls how the Union troops left Bridgeport 
for the Civil war and also their return. Mr. 
Krinks is an sexpert trap drummer, During 
the war when the 17th Conn. Volunteers was 
encamped at Seaside Park he would drum for 
the soldiers for the pennies they gave him. 

Mr. Krinks was born in Bridgeport, near 
the site of the old Kiefer furniture shop where

he afterwards worked, as did his father. 
father, William E. Krinks, was a member of 
the old Bridgeport police department under 
former Chief Marsh. Joseph S. Krinks plays 
a number of musical instruments, but has a)l- 
ways played drums in the band. He was a 
member of the Old Howe band of Bridge- 
port and for a number of years was a drum- 
mer in Co. E, Goodwin Guards, 4th Regi- 
ment, C. N. G., under Capt. Goodwin. He 
was a schoolmate of Policeman A. Goulden 
and “Judge’’ Loughlin. 

Director Krinks left Bridgeport in 1876 
and went to Philadelphia where he was on the 
police force for 7 years. Afterward he came 
yack to Bridgeport to live. He traveled with 
sands and musical organizations, but for the 
past 20 years he has made his home in New 
York, 

Mr. Krinks now plays in the 
parks and piers of New York, 
taking a short engagement with a traveling 
organization. He is the last of his line, all 
his family except his wife having been buried 
in Mountain Grove Cemetery. 

Mr. Krinks has held membership in Forest- 
ers of America for 22 years.
